American Version of the Case— Vene- 
zuelau Minister Says the Sitna- 
tion Is Serious. 

London, Oob. 18 — The St. Jannea Gazotte 
this afternoon made hoido highly Important 
and aeasational stutemonta regarding Veu- 
ezaela which seem to show that the dispute 
between that republic and Great Britain 
has aBBUincd a very grave aspect. It enya 
that einca i\ight Hon. Jo'juph Uhumberlaiu 
aasumed oliioo us Secretary of Slate for the 
CoIodIoh ho has paid clnso personal attention 
to tho queatliin of relatlona between Great 
ISritaIn and 7eaczuBla, and bhat) ho has taken 
the initiative In directing in part the admin- 
istration of tlioafriire of the colony of Brit- 
ish Guiana, adjiiuing Venezuela." 

Mr. Chiimborliiin'fl hand, it appoarn, has 
been folr. in the looal oxeoutivo counoll, and 
tho St. J.nne8 Gazjtto adds : " Wo are now 
enabled toglvo tho tenor of the remarkable 
despatch in which ho outlined the Imperial 
policy towards tho eoloniea. It ia 'a doou- 
menti of much importance, inasmuob as it 
waa followed by oabled inatruotiona from 
Mr. Chaniborlain to tho Governor of 
British Guiina, Sir Charles Camor- 
ou Leea, K. C. M. G., to obtain 
without delay a voto for the provision of 
two Maxim f^una, one of which is to be sta- 
tioned at Urnan or elsewhere along tho fron- 
tier where Venezuelans may attenipt to 
croaa, 

Tho mere f jicb that Mr. Chamberlain 
oabled Inatruotiona for tho defence of the 
frontier in tbia mattor la positive proof that 
the Imperial government will cot tolerate a 
repetition of the Uruan incident, that it in- 
tends to hold th«i irontier within tha Sohom- 
bsrg line, by iforce, if neoeasary. In this 
despatch Mr, Chambsrlain advooabes, ea- 
peaially, the foatering of gold mining, and 
urges the catting of a road from tho Upper 
Barima river to Guyuni, pointing out its 
importance from a military point of view, 
aa it would eaable the goTernment to keep 
more closely in touch with the frontier and 
repol attempta at Venezuelan oggreaflion, 
addlag— that>-in view of the possible early 
and rapid oxpinsion of gold nilning, it will 
bo neoeasary to provido adequately for the 
protection of the Northwest district and 
reoommendiDg an increased nnmber of mili- 
tary and polico aa well aa the erection of 
barracks ou the frontier." 

Sir Charlea Cameron Leee, Governor of 
British Guiana, has been aummoned to Lon- 
don to oonfer with Right Uon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for tho 
Colonies, upon Venezuelan afifctlrs. 

VVasiiinoton, Oob. 18.— It hai boon evi- 
dent to diplomats here for some time that 
the British loreign office vlows all theaa 
questions aa Uauos between Great Britain 
and the parties immudiately involved, and 
doea nob recognizs tlie United States aa a 
factor in tho question. 

The Uran incident mentioned in the 
oablea baa been pending for montha. The 
chief of police of British Guiana and several 
of hia officora were arrested by Venezuelan 
soldiers while on the disputed border tract. 
The British officials were few in number and 
oonid nnake no reaistanoe to being taken 
to a Venezniao town and held aa 
prisonen. They were quickly teleaeed, 
however, on the SlSog of protoats 
but the Britbh chief of police claimed that 
he bad been Improperly treated while under 
arrest.and proceeded lo person to London to 
lay the matter before the colonial office. 
Since then no aotion baa been taken and it 
is probable the action of tho Colonial minis- 
ter ia mado with a view of preventinj^ a 
repetition of tho border atresia. 

This proBcnta very grave conditions, 
said Minister Andrivdo, of Venezuela, aa he 
read with deep Intereat the cable from Lon- 
don giving tho ordur of British Minister 
Chamberlain as to tho military armament 
of tho Britiah Guiana froutier. Ho poiatod 
out that there was a warlike aound in the 
publioalion in marked contraat with thosatia- 
f kotory tone of the London Times yesterday. 
The minister would not discusa the diploma- 
tic phasra involved, but explained tho loca- 
tion of tho points mentioned in tho cable, 
showing tho sigoifioance And importacoo of 
Mr. Chamberlain's aotion. Uran, mention- 
ed as tbe poloe to be fortified, the minister 
said, ia on a river of that name. On one aide 
of the river ia a Britiah post and on 
tho other aide a Venezulan post. 
Last spring the British crossed tbe river, 
entered the territory near the Venezuelan 
post and raised the British flig. The Vene- 
zuelan aoldiora thereupon arreatod the 
British force and lowered tho British 
Hag. Thoy gtben oroasod tho river over 
ihu sidu olalnied by tho Britiah, and, it 
waa asserted, oonimittod aomo depredations 
on abouon in tho British post. Tbe British 
force under arroat waa soon roloaaed, and 
thernaftor Venezuela paid for tho damage 
done to tho houso. It has been supposed 
that tho iooidimb was onded, liut the Cham- 
borliiin letter to Sir Charles Lees indicates 
that Uran is tn bo the point to be fortlGod 
ogainab further Invasion.

WoEKTii Suit Saone, Oob. 18,— Tho .Em- 
peror and EniprosB of Germany, accompanied 
by the ex-Empross Frodorlok and others of 
the Imperial family, as well as many repre- 
sentatives of the different royal families of 
the Empire, parttolpated to-day in the cere- 
monies attendant upon the unveiling of the 
Emperor Frederick's monumsnt on tho bab' 
tiefield of Woorth. Their Majeatiea arrived 
at tho site shortly before noon, and wore ro- 
ooivod by tho Gavernor-Gonoral of Alaaoo- 
Lorralno, and I'rlnoo Hohenloho Langon- 
burg, who dollvorod an address of woloomo. 
After putriotlo sonfja by the Straaburg 
choral aooioby and a stirring address from 
Gonoral Von MIsohUo, tho monument was 
unveiled and afterwards inspootod by all 
membaro of the Imparlal party. Tho oere- 
mcniee were concluded with a march past 
of the troops.

IS.— The strsam 
yaoht Valhalla, owned by Mr. Frederick 
Joseph Layoook, having Lord Dunraven on 
board, arrived here from Newport, R.I., this 
morning. The yacht waa Immodiatoly 
boarded by a small brigade of intorviewora 
desirous of obtaining direct from Lord Dun- 
raven his version of the disappointing races 
for the Amerioa'a cup. He aaid in sub- 
stance: "I have no atatomenta to make on 
tho subject. Whati I would say haa been 
woll threshed out of me during the fortnight 
I stayed in the United Statee after the 
races." He deolined to answer any question 
aa to whether or not ho had any ill-feeling 
toward tho Now York Yacht Club, and re- 
fused to comment upon tho statomenb mado 
by sailmaker Kiktsey's men When they ar- 
rived at Gowes recently, that the last race 
waa not sailed because the buoys had been 
changed during the second race, adding : — 
" It would not do any good t« discuss snch 
unpleasant mattera." 

K>'garding his plana for future racing, 
Lord Dunraven said : "Ihaveno plans, 1 
have just arrived home after a long voyuge, 
and am going to London, and from there to 
my estate in Wales.

COBBBTTFiTZSIHUONS. 

The CalIfo(nian;;Arr(i^a— HeI,#ilf ''Befa!e lo 
V Give Bonds, 

Hot Springs, Ark., Dot. 17. — Governor 
Clarke and his eubordinates of tbo state 
militia and the local judiciary and the pro- 
moters of the proposed Corbett-Fiti^simmona 
tight are at sixes and sevens still, and all 
sorts of rumors aro afloat. However, nothing 
of a dtQaito nature ia known, Tho men who 
aro planning the mill still assert that they 
will ba able to bring It off on time, oiaimiDg 
that under cheir revised artiales there is 
nobbing in the state laws to prevent a meei:- 
ing of the pugiliats, A majority of the citi- 
zens of Hob Springs believe, too, that the 
fight will be pulled ofif. 

The first definite move toward settling tho 
oon tentionwaamade at 2 o'clook this afternoon 
when a warrant against James J. Corbett 
waa isFUod from Juatioe Kirk's court. It 
charges that Corbett has threatened, is con- 
spiring and ia about to commit an unlawful 
aasaulD on the person of one Bob Fltzalm- 
mona. It was j^aoed in the hainda of Sheriff 
Hanpb, who started lo ride out to Gorbett'a 
braining quarters at Spring Lako to plaoo 
the ohamplon under arrest. The sheriff 
reached Spring Lake so late thab it was de- 
cided to remain there to-night and bring tho 
champion into the clcy early in the morning, 
The sheriff is spending the night at thepugi- 
liai's training quarters and the ohamplon ia 
virtually under arrest. 

When Corbett is brought into court by 
tho sheriff, tho prosecuting attorney will aak 
chat ho bo put under boada to keep the 
peace. Judge Kirk will make tho order 
asked, placing tho bond at §10,000 Corbett 
will rofuao to givo the bond, and hia ottor- 
neys, Martin and Greaves, will sue out a 
writ of haboua corpus oaking for hie roloabo. 
This will bring tho question up for judicial 
bearing as to whether a glovo oontoat, aa Is 
now proposed, will bo a violation of tho 
state statutes. If the court decides ic is, it 
is believed that the authorities will respect 
the docisioc, bub If on the contrary, lb ia 
thought tho whole matter will be abandoned. 

Hot Sprin-us, Ocb. 18. — Sheriff Robb 
Houpt has gone to Spring Lake to place 
Corbett under formal arrest, Tboy will, on 
arrival, go to Juatioe Kirk's ofBce, where 
the preliminary legal proceedings will take 
place, thet 09 to Chanoellor Leathermaun'a 
court, where habeas corpus proceedings will 
b3 carried out as per programme. There Is 
no aaaurauce that Corbett will be releaaod 
It) will depend on the Chanoallor'a interpre 
ration of the law. A telegram waa sent to 
Djilliia last night ordering the lumber on tho 
cars there to be in readiness for shipment by 
noon to-day. Tho ground has already been 
broken for side-trackage faoilltiea by the 
Hot Springs railway company. 



A QDESTION OP CLBEGT. 

Movement of Irlab-Amerlcan Priests Against 
the Oreanlzatlon of French-Canadian 
Clergy. 

La Minerve, of Montreal, pabllabes an ar. 
tide probeabing agalnat the oppoaltlon of the 
Irish>Amerioan olergy to the development 
and organization of the French-Canadian 
priesthood in tho United States. lb deplores 
the position of the Canadian congregation of 
Danlelsi^nviile, and trusts to tho final de- 
cision of Rome, if the local authorities do not 
render juatioe to the sufferers. The writer 
then goes on to say that the Irish now move- 
ment convention has itself unwittingly re- 
cognized the justice of tho oauae advocated 
by the French Canadians in adopting a re- 
solution having for its object tho preserva- 
tion of the Gaelic language, and adds : 
" This gives us the hope thab they will fin- 
ally better nnderstand for what solid and 
vital reasons neither they nor any others 
have succeeded in the past, and will never 
snooeed in the fatnre, with the help of Ood, 
to make French-Canadians' in the whole of 
North America renounce those two bless- 
ings transmitted to them by the tradition of 
their ancestors, together with their Boman 
Catholic faith, and for the preservation 
thereof, namoly, their French language and 
their national clergy,"

London, Oob, 17. — The Constantinople 

papers in annoanciag the conient to tbo Ar- 
menian reforms state thut the Sultan has de- 
cide d to introduoo reforniB in all the prov- 
incoa of the empire, bepinniug with Anato- 
lia. The reforme oompriaa an Inorease and 
reorgapizition of, the geiid^rmerle and of the 
p'oiioe 'forces, and the ainelloratioa of the 
administrative and jadiolal branches of the 
servioe. 

A Times editorial says : "lo will proba- 
bly be too much to erpeat tho exteubion of 
the Armenian reforms to other portions of 
the Turkish empire, yet nothing would 
more powerfully oousolidate the Sultan's 
real authorily." 

Tho D.iily Nuwa (L bjral) oommonting on 
tho samo aubjeot, presumes thit the powers 
have aocopted a Mussulman instead of a 
Christiiin high oomniiaaionor. "If ao,"ihn 
Diily Nowa adds, " it will bo a aevero diR- 
appointment to Armonla'a best friends. It 
is evident) the oonoerL of tho powera has b3en 
more uppareut than real, 

A dispatch to the Uiily Nawa from Con- 
atantinopla saya : "An eye-witnesa of the 
Treblzaod maesoure aaya rho Armenian 
quarter was complotely snokod, and the 
mob only desisted when nothing was loft tc 
pillage or to kill. Tho eoldiera assisted in 
the maesjkore with their riflaa. The better 
olsiBB of Turks gave protection and ahel4:er 
ifi tb'eir own houees to the Armenian women 
and children, so that none of these were 
killed jn.tlieitown itself. Xbe«e aame Xnrka 
obtained .potpfnloa for tbe Armeiilan 
refageeB to sbelter themaelvea Id tbe bar- 
racks dnring tbe following night, when It 
waa feared tbe masaaore would be renewed. 
Several .Aripenian vU^agea ofitai^e of Trebl- 
send were ,ljnrpe4 'aod pillaged, and lives 
'there nere taken also.*' 

The Cbroniole'a Conatantlnople oorres- 
pondenftaaya; "The Saltan baa so feared 
exasperating the Masaulnians by oansenting 
to the reforms that the minister was ob- 
liged 10 implore him to aign the document. 
I fear Eagliah opinion will b3 greatly disap- 
pointed when the tornia of the reform 
Bohemo become known. But nothing 
better could ba ob'ained without the 
appearance of the British flaet in ttie 
Dardanelles, which would have involved 
tbe Inatunli disiuption of tho entente be- 
tween England, Russia and France, and 
particularly a Ruaaion occupation of Ar- 
menia. Sir Philip Gurrie, theroforn, hua 
done tho boet pouaible without oiuslng a 
serious hreaoh between Kagland and Ruxsia, 
This temporary solution, hoivtver, will not 
save Turkey from an outbreak of dangerous 
anti'dynaalio feeling, of which the Sultan 
will probably ba the victim." 

Tho Chronicle belicvea the British floet 
will remain at Lemnoe, in the Aegean sea, 
whloh is uboat fifty miles from the mouth of 
the D^irdanolles, until adeqnate gasiranteea 
for the cxooation of tbe Armenian reforms 
have been given. 

An Odessa dispatch to the Times saya that 
the Rnsslan ildet has been hastily ordered to 
ornUe near tbe month of tbe Boapharua. 

BiTBOnr, Syria, Oab, 17. — ConBlderable 
excitement prevails In the Lebanon diatriot, 
owing to the oonfllota which have taken 
place between the Drnaea and Mntualia, in 
which men have bien killed on both sides. 
Finally the^ntualls assembled, 400 strong, 
with tjie Intention of attacking the Drneea. 
The latter thereupon appealed to their cn- 
religionistB in Hauran, who are preparing to 
send 8,000 men to the assistance of the 
Druses. The vail of Datnasons l» trying to 
prevent a conflict. 

Co.nstantinoi'IjE, Got. 17- — Some of tho 
Armenians who ro opened their atorea, thus 
disobeying the orders of the Armenian com- 
mittee, have been fined, and three mer- 
chants, it la said, have been compelled by 
threata to pay thia committee between .100 
and 400 Turkiah pounds each. Tho matter 
was b.'ought to the attention of the Turkish 
authorities, and aa a result several membera 
of the Armenian committee who took part 
in forcing the Armeniana to close their 
Btorps have been arrested.

Washinc.to.v, Oot. 18 — Among high 
ccoleelastioa here Ir, is felt that tho Popo'a 
letter to the American Arohbishops urging 
thenon-partloipation by Catholica in pro- 
miaiyions religlona oongressea, opens up a 
question of more importance than the sec- 
tarian schools question, tho Cahonsly move- 
ment, or other lopuea whloh have been pre- 
S"iittd in reoont yeara. I"; in aald that the 
Pope's opposition to religious oongressea does 
not affect tho Catholic Cnuroh ulono, but 
has a bearing on tho entire movoniont to- 
ward Christian unity, which, begun in ICng- 
iacd, has oprtud throvigh this cminlry. The 
purpose of thia imvcment was to Iv-irmon'za 
and unify all divergent BPctn on non-raien- 
tials, bringing thmi together on ihc onu ee- 
sential leaet of Christiani y.

Hontreal Bankers Interview Finance Minister 
Foster on the Subject. 

New Yuuiv, Oot, 17.— A dispatch to the 
Evening Post aaya : Messrs, W. Weir, 
president of tho Vllle Marie Bank, and 
Thomas MacDougal, general manager of the 
Quebec Bank, have just returned from Ot- 
tawa, where they had an interview with 
Finance Minister Foater about the " Ameri- 
can ailver nuiaanco." They claim that a 
large amount of American ailver and small 
silver oorlifj ■iatea are in circulation in Can- 
ada, ihu iiMuMi'.f being varionaly estimated 
at from STOU.UdO to §3,500,000, displacing 
tha'j ian(;uut of Canadian currency, which 
has a gold baala, while the Amerio.xi uerti- 
ficatea ore payable only in ailve-. Tho 
deputation pointed out ttiat thia di-plaoe- 
ment was causing the bauks great lons and 
inconvenience, and asked Mr. Foster's ad- 
Nice and asaiatance in abating what was fast 
growing to be a nuisance. The minister of 
finance called attention to the faot that the 
remedy was,, largely in the hands of tho 
banks then^^l|ea,^,and if theya refused to 
take Amerfoan onrreney 'ex'oept at a dis- 
count the tradeameh wonid very aoon refuse 
to t&ke'lt°at'^ar^'bat he'-'pfifmlaed to' look 
into the matter and see if there was any 
way in which he could help the banks. 



FIKE IN A COAL MINE. 

Four Men Loae Their Lives In Kudeavor- 
Ing to Stop the Spread of 
the FIttraea. 

(From tho Poat-Intelllgoncor.) 
Another fatal fire ooourred yesterday at 
tbe Franklin coal mine by which four men 

lost their lives in trying to prevent the 
spread of the fiames. Tbe burning slope 
waa sealed up and it cannot yet be ascer- 
tained what degree of damage was done. 
The four men who perished were : G. W. 
Smalloy (colored) top foreman, loaves a wife 
and one child ; .John Glover (white), roller- 
man, leavea a wife and one child ; John 
Adama, aingle ; James Staffoid, single. The 
detaiU of the disaster are toid tn tbe follow- 
ing dispatch : 

FiiANKLiN, Oct. 17. — Fire broke out about 
8 o'clock thia morning in the main hoisting 
atope between tho sixth and ecvonth levels. 
It was ouuaed by Auguat Johneon, one of 
the miners, dropping hia lamp, which aet 
fire to a feeder of gaa. Inatead of throwing 
a shovel of dirt on the Sre and putting it out 
he ran down the alope to get the pit foreman. 
It took him some time to find him and when 
they got baok to the slope there were four or 
five lengths of the brattioe burning and the 
smoke was so dense they could not get to the 
bre to put it out, Tbe gas tester at thia 
time g-kve the alarm and got all of the men 
out. They proceeded immediately to try 
and put the fire ont. 

Finding this could not be done, John H. 
Glover, G. W. Smalley, John Adams and 
ilamea Stafford volunteered to go down and 
close a door between the main and auxiliary 
slope on tho aixth level, BO as to keep air to 
thoen who wore at work on tho seventh level 
fighting the fire. Those men, it ia aupposud, 
never reached tho bottom of tho Blope, but 
wore overcome by tho amoko. Up to this 
time their bodies have not been recovered. 



A NEW DEPARTURE. 

A Change of Plans by the Tacoma Halibut 
Flililiig Schooners. 

Tacoma, Oju. 17.— The halibut fishing 
fleet of echoonera ealling out of Tacoma will 
make a new departure this season. Instead 
of returning from the northern banks at in- 
tervals of a fow weeks, thue losing valuable 
time in going ond coming, they will go north 
to remain throe or four monthii at a time 
and will ship their fish south from Juneau 
or other ports in ice by the atpamships City 
of Topoka or Willapo. In this manner it ia 
expected a much larger number of fish can 
be oanght during tho aeaaon than under tho 
former system. All the larger aohooncra are 
being fitted out for a long soasou's work in 
the north. Tbe schooners Ciroline a^id Pilot 
have already departed. They will be absent 
at loaab three months. The ballbnt, on itii 
orrivai bore, will, as usual, be forwarded 
Eist in refrigerator cars.

"The amoDut," it aaya, "of 
shares offered In Groat Britain for public 
snbsorlptlon during the pasb throe months 
exceeded the total applied for in any similar 
period since the Baring collapse at the close 
of 1890, except for the final quarter of 1894, 
when the total waa very large, owing to the 
borrowing of £15,000,000 by the Ruaaian 
Government.

RUSSIA'S OK HI AT RAILWAY. 

In a recent number the London Times 
published from Its special ooireapondent at 
Odessa a considerable amount of informa- 
tion regarding the Siberian Railway whioh 
the journaliab Bald he had obtained from a 
prominent iflijiai who had ]UBt come from 
Siberia. Now, aa ihla road bids fair to bo 
of considerable Importance in oocnection 
with the trade of the Paoifio coast when Its 
contemplated steamship and railway con- 
nections are oompletod, it will be of Interest 
to know something of what is actually being 
done. From several Ruaalans of position, 
who have passbd through Victoria, aomu 
few statemants on the subject have been ob- 
tained, whioh the opportunity now presents 
Itself of supplementing. 

It would appear that on the Northern 
section about forty per cent, has been built, 
and will bs completed by the end of next 
year. Work on the Amour diatrlob will be 
commenced in January next, but oannot be 
completed to Lake Baikal until 1900. The 
ioebreaker for tbia atretoh of water la said to 
be easily capable of orulthing loe five feet 
(blok. The other parts of the enterprise are 
being carried to completion with the same 
amount of energy and ontorprisa, the men 
and the material being already on the 
ground, and It is oonQdontly expected that 
the whole line will be finished a consider. 
able time .before the date ori>i|inally ontlol. 
jiated. ' '

The opinion baaed on these figures by tho 
authority quoted is that they point unmis- 
takably to the completeness with whioh the 
public mind has besn oonvinoed that the re- 
cent world-wide buainess depression haa 
seen its lowest level, and that tho oppoaitu 
movement has been started well on its 
way. This being the case, wo may antici- 
pate that the idle capital of tho Old Country 
will find Its way more freely Into legitimate 
channels of investment, more of it ooming 
this way than haa already been tho case. 
It can readily be imagined how careful 
thoae who possess It are likely to be j and 
knowing as they do tho legitimacy of the 
enterprises — mining and otherwise — in 
whioh the people of this Provinoe are inter- 
ested. It Is little short of criminal, for the 
sake of politics or with the object of seeing 
one's self in print, for any person or peraona 
upon mere imagination to attempt to deory 
and denounce undertaking's whose natural 
promise Is in every way sufficient to com. 
mend them to attention and aerlons oonaid- 
eratlon. 



THB VBNBZnBLAN QUBSTION. 

According to a London dispatdi received 
yesterday, .It would appear that Great 

Britain, through Rt. Hon. Mr. Chamberlain, 
has deliberately determined upon the polioy 
to be pursued in connection with Britiah 
Guiana and herrelationa with the neighbor- 
ing State of Ventznela. The defencea of 
fie frontier of Britiah Guiana are to be 
made as secure as possible, and Great Bri- 
tain, it ia said, will hold the frontier withit. 
the Sohomborg line by force If^need be. 

Britiah Guiana waa partially settled by 
the Uutoh West India Company in 1580, 
being held by Holland until finally sur- 
rendered to Great Britain at the peace of 
18U, the atlpulation then being that Dutch 
laws and institutions ahould be main- 
tained. The boundary line, accord- 
ing to Venezuela, has never boon 
properly defined, still the line as the 
Duloh held It is what Great Britain will 
maintain. The British Government has, it 
would be supposed, given the United States 
Government sufficient indication of Ita in- 
entions, while the hand of Mr, Chamber- 
lain haa been manifested in no uncertain 
way in the manner in which British Oniana 
has been administered. 

The Britiah Secretary of State haa before 
this Intimated hia Intention to pay all need- 
ful attention to colonial oonoerns, and 
the Dutchmen and othera of Britiah 
Guiana need, wo aro cure, havo no 
foar of Vonezuola being allowed 
Invade their bour.daries or trunagroaa their 
rights, no matter how great an amount of 
bluster the United States may indulge in. 
Tho situation is undoubtedly gravo, but it) 
would'bo well for tho Units il Stiitoe, with 
the warning that liua ahciidy hoen given, to 
abatain from fiirtlior meddling. 

Tho cliioiouauoaa of our neighbors rrquirea 
to be rebuked, and we take it that lb will bo 
just us ineffective as It was when they un- 
dertook to say . how the Imperial Govern- 
mont should comport itself in Central Amor- 
ioa upon a not very remote oooasion. 

EDITORIAL aOMMBNT. 

The Toronto Telegram containa tho fol- 
lowing : "The deficit la no argumenlj 
against the Conservative Government at Ot- 
tawa. A deficit may be caused either by 
under taxation or over expenditure, If the 
dlfTercnoo between Income and outlay is due 
to tho government's taking too libtla from 
tho people, not to Its spending too niuoh, 
then the Grits ought to give praise rather 
than blame to the administration at Otta- 
wa.

COLD STORAGE FOE APPLES. 

Frofessor Cral;;, of tho Kxperlmental Furin, 
Saya the Fruit Can Be Kept for at 
beast II Year. 

Anent the recent proeross in the matter 
of prolonging the season of fruits by meane 
of cold atorage, Professor Craig, of tho ex- 
perimental farm at Ottawa, Canada, thioka 
that the time may soon oome when winter 
apples may not be a neoessity, as fail apples 
oan be kept in perfeot aondttion nntil the 
next summer. This ia entirely practicable, 
but aa winter applea are quite as euHi:y 
. grown aa aummar or autumn apples, thoru 
' seems ao need of dispensing with either. 
At the Columbian exposition, in tbe Now 
Vork fruit exhibit, there were shown at the 
opening of the exhibition, and for aome 
weeks after, perfect speclmona of tho sweet 
bough, soar bough, f,kll pippin, pound swoet 
and others, and they ,kopt aa long alter be- 
ing removed from tho cold storage aa they 
would havo kopt in tho aummor or fall with- 
out having been thus stored. In other 
words, contrary to tho generally accepted 
idea, tho cold storago in no wuy impaired 
their keeping (|ualitioB, It would certainly 
bo very pleasant to bo ablo to have a supply 
of primate, ohenango, a trawberry, gravonstoin 
and fall pippin through tho wlntor. The 
problem to solve ia to make central cold 
storage plants in fruib growing neighbor 
hooda, where bualneaa enough can b > eecun d 
to make them profitable, operated by i li 
ammonia prooaas. I;e methods will nui 
answer. To fill tho modern demand the> 
muat be able to freiza fresh meatp, fidh ai d 
poultry in one room, while keeping fruib ai 
a temperature of thirty degrees of Fohren 
helb in another. Ib Is done suaoessfully now 
in largo oitles.

A Case of Accident, Suicide or Murder 
—Inquest to Be Keld 
To day. 

An itqueat ia to be held at II o'clock this 
mornleg on the body of a Cape Mudge 
Indian woman, named Sully, wboae death Is 
as yeb very much of a puzzle to. the polloo, 
Ib may have been aooldental ; it may have 
been suicidal ; and again there is a remote 
possibility that murder may havo been done. 
Eicb theory has, however, nunneroua scraps 
of circumstantial eridenoe to contradict ib, 
with Ubble that ia definite to hold It together. 
The body waa found by a young man named 
Godfrey at about 10 o'olook yeaterday morn- 
ing, lying stark naked in a clump of bushes 
on the SoDgheea reservation, to tho north 
side of tbe E & N. railway traok and aome 
little diatanco on tho other side of tbe 
bridge. There wore no marka of viulenoe 
upon tho coi'pae auch ua would Indicate vio- 
ienor to the non-professional mind, and the 
ground about bore no marks indicative of a 
struggle having taken place. There wore 
one or two slight disaolorations on tho neck 
and trunk, nothing serious, however, and a 
little bit of atring about tbe neck — that was 
all. 

Mr. Godfrey at onoa reported hia ghastly 
discovery to the polioe, and a aearoh of t ho 
vicinity resulted In the finding of the clothes 
that had been worn by the unfortunate 
woman, in a growth of underbrnab some 
yards away. They wcro neither torn nor 
particularly dirty — in fact they toll nothing, 
and yet they uro the stiambling block in ttio 
path of tbe polioo so long aa too theorica of 
suicide or aocidonbal death are entertained. 
If the woman died of natural cnuaos or by 
her own hand, why did she first disrobe or 
how did the clothes get to where they wore 
found, away from tbe body ? 

Ib is nob likely that the evidence to be 
produced to-day will anawor tho question. 

Tbe witnesBos, among whom ia tho d>3ad 
woman's brother, will toll how ahe was with 
thomunU15 or 6 o'clock Thursday evening 
— porfootiy sober and Involved in no quurrol 
or controversy of any kind. Othera will de- 
pose to having soea hor on Store street, pro- 
oeedioi.' In tho direction of the reserve, as 
lato as 9 o'clock the same evening. And 
still others will toll of the finding of the 
body and of its removal to the morgue, after 
thn sun had already initiated decompoBltion. 

Dr. Lang, who last oight made the post 
mortem, will be tho chief witness, and upon 
hia evidanoo resta tho vordiob — accident, 
suicide or foul play, 

There was no anxiety among Sally's tribe 
as to her disappearance, for none of her rela- 
tlvoB knew that she waa miaslcg until the 
body was in the ousbody of the coroner. 
They were of the opinion that ahe bad left 
for Cape Mudge with a party of tbe tribe 
who aailed away for home In their canoes 
earlv yeaterday morning. 

Whether they know more of tho oaao 
than oboae whom they left io the city re- 
maina to be disolosed.

Yesterday's Proceediusrs— The Bishop's 
Address— Bevlew of the Year— 
b'onie Importaut Matters. 

Clergy. Widows aud Orjibaua' Funds 
— Ufflcers Eleettd-Orauts Fr^om 
the Uissiou Fand. 

Nakaimo, Oob. 18 — (ispaoijil)— The third 
seesioa of the sixth synod of the Diooeee o! 
Columbtu oonvoDod thia afternoon ab St, 
Paal'B Institute, the Lord Biahop prealding, 
aome forty dclegatea beinc! preacnt, 

ProteatB against their reeijeotive aaeeas- 
menta were received from St. BMnabas, 
Victoria, and St. PauVa, Btqairoalt. 

The lay secretary suggeatod the following 
reaolutlon to meet) the difficulty arising un- 
der the oanon which affirms that no lay 
representatlvo can take his seat unless all 
aasoBacionts due by the congregation he 
represents are paid : " that the dolegutce 
from those parishes whose aaaeaatnentB are 
in arreitrs bo allowed to take their aeata up- 
on giving poraonal guarantees that cho 
amountB due from their reapeotive parinhca 
are paid no later than Daoember lilat, 1895 " 

On motion the arroara from tho pariah of 
Chemainua, amounting to $2'i, wore cincel- 
led pursuant to an explanation ofTerod by 
the bishop. 

(The following offioera wore eleotod for the 
onauing term : Rev. W. F. L. Paddon, B.A , 
olerioal secretory ; Mr. Baynes Reed, re- 
elected, lay aeorotary ; Mr. Wm. Ward, re- 
elected, treasurer ; Messrs, Beaumont ll)gK8 
and J. B. Gordon, auditora. 

Tho synod confirmed tho appointment of 
Rev. C. E Sharp and Mr. Bryan Drake as 
membera of the exeuutive committee, and 
alao elected tho following as non-ofholal 
members of that committee : Archdeacon 
Scrivon and Rev. G. W. Taylor. The lay 
members wore re elected. 

The Bishop, in the coarse of his address, 
called attention to the facb that this was the 
firat oooasion on which the synod had met 
ontoide of Victoria, and expressed his thanks 
. to the brethren of Nanaimo for tho accom- 
modation provided for delegates. A new 
chnroh hu, lie annonnoed, b«en recently 
bnilt.ab the Union micea, towarda the ookt 
of which the Society tor the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge had; oontributed $160 
The confirmationa thia ye&r nambered 119 
aa againat 126 last year. With regard to 
the performance of the marriage lervioe, 
be expressed the hope that none within the 
prohibited degree wonld be aolemnlz^d, and 
that marriages in private honeea would ha 
discountenanced unfeas good reason to the 
contrary were shown. Among other cir- 
oumatanooa tho synod had oloaed miaaion 
work in Victoria, owing to the withdrawal 
of the $500 grant by the Canadian Board of 
Mioaiona. Ha alluded to the faob that no 
attempt had been made to undertake mia- 
slonary work among tho Indians of thoWtst 
Coast or Cowichan dietrlct, and that the 
work in Viotoria .and Nanaimo had been 
abandoned, also that nothing had been doco 
to anpply the spiritual needi of sailors and 
sealers of Viotoria. The serviooa in the jail 
had boon discontinued, and tho Jubilee hoe- 
pital depended upon voluntary help. 
Alberni and tho islands were without the 
ministrations of the church, and there was 
DO diooeaan temperance organlzition. A 
number of other important mattera were re- 
ferred to in the addreaa, which waa moat 
e'oquent. 

The reports of the executive committee, 
of the miaelon board, treasarer and auditora 
were reoaived. Several Jieohnloat amend' 
mente to the oonatitntlon and oanona were 
accepted. 

On the report of committee on the 
cknen Mnendiog the olergy, widowa and 
orpiuuu' fand canon, Arohdeaoon Sotiven 
I explained^ that -the objecb of^the amend- 
ment had been to remove difficaltlea 
which were thrown In their face every time 
they tried to do anything with. the facd 
with which the canon proposed to deal. No 
grant had been made as yet which had not 
been mado irregularly. Exception has been 
taken to this state of things, and they had 
boon urged to do something to bring it into 
workable shape, so that this amended oanon 
was an attempt In this direction. Tho 
change auggeated was that in the future 
sums collooted for tho fund from whatever 
source, should bo part of the income of the 
fund for that year und be available in apeciiU 
oaeoa requiring help, 

Tho amendment propoacd with a view 
ensuring that coUoctiona \>i added to oapitul 
waa carried on diviaion, 

Mr. Juatico Drake moved an amendment 
to the amendment, providing that the col- 
leotiona on Christmaa day ba part of the In- 
come. 

The Biahop overruled Judge Drake's 
amendment. 

After diaouaaion tho executive committoo 
were empowered to allot tho moneys uuuru 
iiig from thia fund. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Taylor, the report 
of the committee was then adopted. 

The report of the exaontive oommittee was 
preaented, in which the importance of prop 
erly inanring ohnrcb property la emphaeiz^d 
and recommendationa offered to more fully 
ennnre that object. 

Tho preaenb position of Angela Collegn 
property wos reported on by Mr. Ward and 
discussed at length. 

Rev. Mr. Taylor moved that tho whole 
matter of Angola College bo referred to u 
special oommittee. 

An amendment waa moved by Cinon Pad 
don, to tho etToofc that tha whole matter of 
the flnanoea of tho diooone bo reforrnd to tho 
executive and that they bo inetructod to con- 
sider tho (juostion of tho tinuncea of tho 
dioceao und take some tfldctive steps to pro- 
vide funda for carrying on an enlargement of 
tho church work of tho diocese. 

A motion was carried authorizing the com- 
mittee to moot this evening and report. 

Tho following ia tho propoand sofiedulo of 
grant!! from tho miaaion fund : St. Burna-

To avoid misapprehension on the part of 
porsons who propose to introduce Private 
Bills at tho next session of the Legislature, the 
Spoakor has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which ezpUlns the distinct- 
ive oharaotec'ot snob aeasurea: 

I Every Bill for the particular interest or ben- 
eflb of any person or persons is treated in Par- 
Hament as a Private BUI, Whether it be for 

tho Interest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it Is equally diatinguieliod from a 
measure of public policy, in which tho whole 
community aro interested ; and this disiino- 
Uon is marked by the solicitation of Private 
Bills by tho parties thomsolvcs whose lutoresta 
are concerned. By tho standing orders of the 
House all Private Bills, or Bills to amend the 
same, aro required to bo brought In upon petl 
tion, and tho payment of fees by tho promoters 
la an IndlapooBable condition to their progress. 
Public Bills to amend Private Bills can be in 
trodnced by a member of the Government, hut 
not by a private member.

In flvo daysafter receiving this I was at 
Wilna, and two months later I sasv Miig- 
land again after .an aljseii(;e of thnni years. 
Karly in November, looS, Master Hertle 
and I land(!d at Lowestoft, having made 
tho passage from Jlamburg in a trading 
vessel iif that place. Wo stopped only to 
sloop ono night, and tlion, drussod ns tra^-- 
ellngmorchants, wo sot out on tho road to 
London, entering tbo city without acci- 
donii or hindrance ou the third day after 
landine.

BRITISH ULTIMATUM. 

Ashaati Placed Under a Commissioner Because 
tbe Klntr Woald Not Ulscontinae 
Hnman Sacrlflees. 

London, Oot. 18. — Tbe ultimatum which 
Oreab Britain, according to a despatch pub- 
lished In Now York to day, has sent to tbe 
King of Ashanti, la oot anything now. It 
was forwarded from London on September 
9| and its terms placo Ashanti under British 
protection and eatabliah a resident liritiah 
oommisgioDor in that country. A British 
mission, bearing tho ultimatum to Coo- 
maasie, left tho Grold Coast on Sep- 
tember 26 and the king was given until 
October 31 to reply. The Governor of the 
Gold Coast, for some time past, has been 
preparing to send an expedition to Coo 
masaie, shonld snob a atep turn out to be 
necessary. Tiie King of Ashanti, as widely 
published for months pa|b, is alleged to have 
violated certain treaty^ oblii{atlons with 
Great Britain by the continnanoe of tbe 
praotluo of human sacridcoB, and 
also, it is lilalmod by hampcr- 
inc traders, attacking ^neighboring tribes 
under British protection, etc. Tho trouble 
is of long slandiug, and u irionth or bo ago 
several native envoys from tho king of 
Ashanti arrived in London in order to uogo- 
tlato with tho Kritifsh government direct, 
but they have not been received liero and 
have boon inetr -.cled tc uddrcea their com • 
munloatlono thiough tlio governor of tlie 
Gold Ooaat.who la Uio proper ropreeantiitivo 
of tho UriLifli gcivornment to receive them. 



BOSEBEiiY'S KEFLECTIONS.

London, Oab. 18 — Lord Roaebsry, the 
ex-Prime Minister, in u apoooh dolivorod to- 
day at tho opaning of the new Libaral club 
at Scarborough, aald thab to his mind tho 
primary obstacle to all reform, and tho 
createst danger to the stability of tho state, 
fay in the present oonsbitution of. the House 
of Lords, and if the nation had realized thtt 
fact t*>e result of the reoent general elections 
would have been very different.

The dispatches also 
state that the Japanese Intend bombarding 
Tai Wan Fa, the Chinese capital, to-day.

Tho San Pranoisco Bulletin bays : Still 
another coal ebip la lost and twenty-one ot 
her craw are missing. There is little hope 
exprussed for the safety of tbe men, as they 
have been out fifteen days. They uban 
doned their vessel 400 miles off tho Chilian 
coast on October 1, and have not! Irjon seen 
or hoard of Rinoe. Tho loat ship ia tho Pur- 
thia, an American trader that has voyaged 
botwcon San Franoisoo, New York and 
oltiur porta for years. She was on her way 
from Liverpool to San Francisco with a oar- 
go of coal, and oiiught fire from spontaneous 
combustion. Tho news was received by 
wire thia nioruiog from Valparaiso, and is 
confirmed by Messrs. Balfour, Guthrio & 
Co., to whioh firm she was consigned. Tbe 
Parthia is an well known in this port as any 
vessel that floats. Captain Carter baa been 
in her for a long time. He shipped bis men 
at San Franoiaco for hla voyage to England. 
Tho Parthia's second offieer and six men 
roaohed tho port of Corral, in Southern 
Chili, and from there made their way to 
Valparaiso. Captain Carter's boat and the 
first ofBoer's oucter, containing together 
twenty-one soule, have never reached land, 
and lb is feared that they are lost. Tbe 
Parthia was burned to the water's edge. 

SAFE HOME FROM THE SEA. 

The Bohoonor Favorite, Captain MoLoan, 
ono of tho pioneer voisols of the sealing 
fleet, got home yesterday after a long delay 
on the coasb. She and tho Eatorprise had 
been becalmed ab Kyuquot for over a week 
and getting a favorable wind started for 
home on the same day, the Favorite arriving 
first. Just ss they were leaving Kyuquot 
bhe schooners Fawn and South Bend called 
there, the former with 772 skins and the 
latter with a reported oatch of 110. Tho 
Favorite met with her customary good luck, 
having for the season 1 ,800 skins, of whijh 
1,047 wcro secured in Bahring sea. 

TIIF. tlRITISII CRUISER " DAI'UNE " 

The British admiralty have decided to re- 
commission the composite sloop Daphne for 
onother term of aorvioo on tho Chino station. 
Tho Djiphno was commissioned at Sheernesa 
on May 2, 18SU, and has continuously been 
omploycd on foreign service, first on the 
Pacific station acd then on the China 
station, for which she was reoommlsaioned 
at EEqulmalt ni> Qotober 24, 1802.
